of Spaniſh Wool waſhrd after ſheering, he 


ſays nothing to hinder his Reader from ſu 
poſing, that like the Engliſt, it had been 
waſhed alſo upon the Sheeps Back ; and that 
this was a ſecond Waſhing, equivalent to what 
is called ſcouring of Wool, after it comes 
into the Hands of the Manufacturer. And

Whereas comparing Things truly, we ſhall 


find that Exgliſs Wool in the Fleece, as

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the Spanih, triaged, And tho? the Methods 


taken with that Commodity in Spain, are 
ſuch as would appear ſhocking to an Englih 
Grafeer. Yet I doubt not, but that (be- 
ſides the Spaniards being tenacious of their 
Cuſtoms) there are ſome ſpecial Reaſons to 
be aſſigned for their continuing ſo to order 
Thoſe valuable Mools, differently from what is 
done by the Engliſh, in England. For 


The Spaniards, we have ſeen, don't waſh 
their Sheep before ſheering ; but the Wool 
afterwards; when it has been laid abroad in 
Piles, for ſome Time, to receive a he Rin 
that falls. And fine as the Hair is, which 
renders it ſo valuable for Uſe, yet is it loaded 
with Filth and Dirt abundantly ; inſomuch 
that the very beſt Sort loſes by Computa- 
tion half its Weight; and the others, from 
56 to 62 15. per Cent in waſhing After 
which, when it comes into the Hands of the 
Manufacturer; it needs a further waſhing, - 
with a Loſs in its Weight thereby, equal to 
20 /b, per Cent more. . 


The Engliſh nw at a convenient Time 
before ſheering, are iſt, what they call, c/ac- 
ked ; by which is made one Separation of the

coarſeſt Part of the Wool; that which is 
moſt ſtained, and unequal to the reſt. 2dly. 
A few Days before ſheering, they are well 
waſhed ; and their Wool thereby rendered ve- 
ry clean and white.

many very large Tracts of the 6% Lands 
in the Kingdom; to the Tenants whereof, 
Fool being a principal Produce, for the Pay- 
ment of Rent; it is conſequently to their 
Landlords, as Rent itſelt; in Effect, their 
Etſtates; from which certainly THEY pay 
no ſmall Share of the LAND-TAX, and, 
of all other TAXES of the Kingdom be- 
ſides, : In ſhort, are likewiſe in all Regards, 
good Subjects to the Crown, as uletul to 
the Common-Wealth; promoting equally with 
any others, Arts and Science, Manufacture, 
Trade and Navigation &c. ; and not leſs ſen- 
{ible of, or attentive to their own Intereſt 
than other Perſons are; except that in this 
Particular, their Tenants having an inter-

On which Conti- 
deration, it will perhaps be thou 


that I might have ſpared myſelf this Re- 


ply.

ble of reading them, as they require to be 


read; and becauſe it is not uſual for M ri-
